Torn newspapers, fragments of lunch, dead flowers and broken 
shrubbery almost invariably mark their invasions. They abuse the 
hospitality of the parks, the forest preserves, and of private prop- 
erty owners whose humanity has prevented the erection of ‘‘Keep 
Out’’ signs and the purchase of a bulldog to enforce them. They 
need instruction in common courtesy and decency. Fewer and fewer 
are becoming the places open to them, and simply because they 
leave devastation in their wake. It is too bad. Everyone should 
profit by getting into the open for rest and recreation. The idea 
needs encouragement, not discouragement. But it cannot hope for 
encouragement until the picnickers learn respect for the rights of 
others, and for private property. 





Destruction of wild flowers is a special feature of such vandal- 


ism. Occasionally we hear the argument that the flowers could 
serve no better purpose than to attract children and give them 
happiness. Such arguments overlook the point that the flowers are 


being swept permanently from the countryside by such action. Half 
a dozen or more of our greatest beauties, such as gentian, trailing 
arbutus, and lady slipper, are now almost unknown in this regiow. 
Others are following in their wake. 

The folly of it is they are plucked merely to be thrown away, 
frequently dead before they reach the vaseful of water for which 
they were gathered. Instructions and signs warning against their 
destruction are ignored. Automobiles carry masses of their dying 
beauty. Such decoration is the mark of vandalism. Those who en 
gage in it must be objects of contempt. They are, in effect, stealing 
from their children, as well as from the present generation,

The catcher is one of the mosi im- 
portant players on the team. He

should be a cool, alert individual, al- | 


Ways ready to pick out any weukness 


that the other team discloses in its | 
batting, and always ready to take ad. | 


vantage of these weaknesses, If he 
can remain calm and collected through 


the worst batting rallies that his op- | 


ponent may start, he becomes a great | 


steadying influence on the pitcher. On 


the other hand, if he gets excited and | 


loses his head, he will become a great 
hindrance to the team’s success, 

The catcher should be able at all 
times to handle thrown or pitched balls 
without dropping or fumbling. He 
should never allow himself, whether in 
a game or during practice, get into 
the habit of dropping the ball. 

Many catchers keep their hands in a 
continual state of pain by carelessness 
in the position in| which they hold 
their hands when receiving a ball. The 


fingers should be held close together | 


und pointing either upward or down- 
ward. In other words, if your hands 
were planes, 
parallel to the course of the ball com- 
ing toward you oF very nearly so, and 
never perpendicuiar to it if possible 
to avoid it. This method of handling 
your hands will save many 


you to handle the ball easier and 
cleaner, 

The position the catcher takes be 
hind the plate is very important. He 
should stand directly behind the plate. 
as closely as possible to the batter 
without likelihood of being hit by the 
bat or interfering with the batter. His 
feet and legs should be placed com- 
fortably under him, and should not 
be spread too far apart or kept too 
close together. The left foot should 
be placed a little in advance of the 
right foot which brings you that much 
closer to your shifted or throwing 
position, Try to keep your body be 
hind all pitched balls if possible unless 
so doing you place yourself in a posi- 
tion where the batter will interfere 
with your throwing. In such cases the 
ball must be caught and brought out 
or away from the batter in order to 
make throwing easier. In going after 
wild pitches to the right. move your 
right foot out far enough that you 
will retain your balance. For wild 
throws to the left side, move the left 
foot out. 

Squat only enough to be able to car 
ry your mitt comfortably at about the 
batter’s waist from which position you 
can change the fastest to catch either 
a high or low pitched ball.

3ritish Honduras, often known as 
“Belize,” from the name of its capital 
city, is one of the least known and 
one of the most neglected patches of 
the British empire. With its vastly 
more important sister country, Can- 
ada, it shares the distinction of being 
the only British territory on the conti- 
nent of North America. 

British Honduras is a part of Cen- 
tral America, and its real bid to fame 
has been that it was 190 per cent 
revolutionless. Though in many ways 
it is neglected, British law and order 
hover over it; and it has been, to a 
certain extent, like the Dutch West 
Indian colony of Curacao, an asylum 
for political leaders of neighboring 
lands who were more revolutionary 
than successful. 

The country’s 45,000 inhabitants in- 
clude probably less than 1,000 whites. 
The remainder of the population is 
made up of negroes and mulattos and | 
Spanish Indians, the latter living 
chiefly in the back country. But in 
the capital, Belize, throughout the 
whole coast country, and wherever 
governmental machinery has been set 
up, the atmosphere, whether it be 
made up of business, government, or 
sport, is unmistakably British. 


Few concessions have been made to 
the climate, which may be described 
as tropical, tempered by ruther steady 
sea breezes. ‘he two and three-story 
houses that line the main residence 
street of Belize are of uccepted brit- 
ish architecture. Coul-black police- 
men are clothed much like the London 
“Bobby,” and bewigged and begowned 
judges sit in the courts. in the open 
spaces cri¢ket matches will often be 
found in progress, and boxing bouts 
are preferred by the broad-pronounc- 
ing negroes to the cock-tights and bull- 
fights of their Latinized neighbors. 

Geographic names tell of the sudden 
transition trom the lands of Spunish 
culture to this little patch of the Span- 
ish Main that has been Anglicized, 
One leaves Puerto Cortez, Honduras, 
or Puerto Barrios, Guatemala, to sail 
a few miles tarther on past the Cox- 
comb mountains, All Pines, and Stann 
creek. Inland are Middlesex and 
Orange Walk. Belize is one of the 
few exceptions, und even that is said 
to be a corruption of the surname ot 
an early Scotch setiler, Wallis, Direct 
nglish nomenclature reaches its apex 
in Belize where the ferry 1s culled 
“the haul-over.” 


British Honduras, a trifle larger 
than Mussachusetts or New Jersey, 18 
wedged in between the Mexican states 
of the Yucatan peninsula on the north 
and Guatemala on the west and south, 
while Honduras, Nicaragua, Salvador 
and Costa Rica are near by, It Is 
due west of Jamaica, some 600 miles 
across the Caribbean, and has always 
been, to a certain. extent, under the 
wing of that British island, 

Mahogany Industry Important 

The mahogany industry 1s justly 
commemorated on the flag of British 
Honduras by the representation there 
of the tools of the trade. Mahogany 
lured early settlers to the coast; put 
money in their purses, furnished 
something for them and their backer, 
Great Britain, to fight the Spaniards 
about; and has always been chietly 
responsible for the land’s main indus- 
try, lumbering. 

The people of the colony even tell 
solemnly how the lowest portions of 
the city of Belize, once & seemingly 
bottomless swamp, have been tilled in| 
and made usable by the millions of 
mahogany chips hacked there from 
logs which must be roughly squared 
before they are ready tor market, As- 
sisting the chips in the work of sta- 
bilization—they tell with equal solem- 
nity—were the thousands of empty 
rum bottles thrown aside by the axe- 
men. 

At first the timber industry was a 
very casual affair. Ships anchored off 
the coast, the crew cut the trees neur 
the beach, loaded them and sailed 
away. Later the timber along the riv- 
ere was cut and floated down to the 
coast.

portation is more of a problem, Some 
tremendous logs are handled weighing 
20 to BO tons each, A unique scene 
is the “snaking out” of these logs from 
the forests by ox-teams in the. cool of 
the night by the light of torches, After 
the logs reach the coast they are 


squared and lashed together into huge | 


rafts. There is a great coral barrier 
reef about ten miles off the coast of 
3ritish Honduras outside which the 
largest ships must anchor, The great 
rafts are towed out to the ships by 
steel cables and winches. They are 
then broken up and the separate tim- 
bers hoisted aboard by cranes. 


Spain Tried to Take It. 

British Honduras came under the 
British flag largely through the well- 
known “squatters’ rights,” grown to 
international stature, Spain claimed 
the entire “Main,” or mainland, from 
the time of the earliest explorers. But 
she was interested chiefly in gold and 
silver; mere trees Seemed beneath no- 
tice, So British and other adventur- 
ers who cut timber on the eastern 


coast of Yucatan, the present British | 
Honduras, and the Mosquito country, | 


farther south, were not molested at 
first. 

When the settlers were seen to be 
making a good thing of their mahog- 
any trade, the Spanish changed their 
policy and began harassing them. A 
series of wars and treaties between 
Spain and Great Britain followed. In 
1798 the Spanish made a supreme ef- 
fort to drive what they considered the 
“squatters” out of Belize. But the 
settlers, with cannon mounted on rafts 
and flat-boats, had. the best of the stra- 
tegic situation and won a signal vic- 
tory. From that time the British claim 
to the territory rested on conquest as 
well as settlement, In 1862 the “set- 
tlement” was declared a “colony” and 
was given a lieutenant governor act- 
ing under the governor of Jamaica. In 
1884 it was made a separate crown 
colony. 

Belize, lke the other countries 
along the east side of Gentral Amer- 
ica, has a low-lying region along the 
coast with highlands farther inland. 
Its dense tropical forests have dls- 
couraged agriculture. Growth ‘Is so 
rapid that it is a task of the utmost 
difficulty to keep trails open. Most 
travel is along rivers, and little is 
known of the interior away from the 
streams, There ure rumors, however, 
of the existence near the western 
boundary of extensive Maya ruins like 
those of Yucatan and Guatemala, The 
one important exception in the matter 
of Inland development ts the southern 
region tapped by the only railroad, 
along which thousands of acres of 
banana plantations have been estab- 
lished to supply a part of the market 
in the United States. 


There is much tropical scenic 
beauty In Belize. Its coast region is 
a maze of intensely blue lagoons and 
channels of calm water-—a paradise 
for the yachtsman and pleasure-boat- 
man, Everywhere are gem-like coral 
islands covered with coconut trees 
which In many cases grow to their 
very edges and hang mirrored In the 
surrounding waters, 

Down the rivers of British Honduras 
millions of dollars’ worth of mahogany 


and log-wood have been floated during | 


the life of the colony. In late years 
tens of thousands of bales of chicle, 
the raw material of chewing-gum, 
have joined the stream, to be shipped 
north to keep busy the restless Jaws 
of America, 

For this outflow to America there ts 
an inflow not wholly confined to money 
and goods, Some British leaders com- 
plain that the colony is becoming 
“Americanized.” Newspapers and mag: 
azines from the United States far out- 
number those from England. American 
agents gain much business in competi- 
tion with the more leisurely methods 
of the British; and a number of repre-

CRIME ON MOTOR 
CAUSE OF DECAY 


Greasy Accumulations Injurious 
to Various Connections and 
Also to Insulation. 





The motorear’s spring cleaning 
should not stop with the body, top and 
cushions. An engine and chassis cov- 
ered with grease and dirt is a costly 
encouragement to delaying simple ad- 
justments which will save money in 
repairs. 

Clean the engine, springs, transmis- 
sion housing and other parts which ac- 
cumulate sticky grime with kerosene, 
to which some gasoline may be added, 
Use a wooden backed scrubbing brush 
with no metal on it. Metal may touch 
electric terminals and cause a spark 
which will start a fire. A much bet- 
ter job will result if the drip pan is 
removed while the engine is cleaned, 


Cleaning Saves the Engine. 

In addition to looking better and be- 
ing easier to repair, a clean engine's 
hose connections, electric insulation 
and gaskets will not deteriorate nearly 
so quickly. ; 

With the springs cleaned, oiling sug- 
gests itself. Be sure the grease cups 
on the springs are full and screweg 
down so there will be pressure. That 
is not enough to save a rusted spring, 
however. Jack up the chassis and ap- 
ply lubricant with a paint brush or & 
squirtgun, 

If the leaves of springs are rusted 
together, they usually may be pried 
apart with a screwdriver while the car 
is jacked up. Repair men dingnose as 
a “frozen” spring a coydition in which 
all leaves are rusted info what appears 
to be a solid mas& Shak the “frozen” 
spring in kerosene and try the screw- 
driver again next day. 

Take Balky Spring Apart. 

If the spring still balks, the best 
way is to remove it, take it apart, 
clean the leaves with kerosene, lubri- 
cate them with graphite and grease 
and reassemble them. 

Spring covers of leather and metal, 
oll retaining cups and high pressure 
lubricating systems are among recent 
improvements which simplify care of 


springs, The various covers keep out 
dirt and keep in lubricants so that 
springs rarely need attention. High 


pressure devices range in design from 
those In which a screw pressure exerts 
terrific force to a handy affair like a 
pistol which “shoots” grease when the 
trigger Is pulled,

RETARDED SPARK IS 
INJURIOUS TO AUTO 


Overheatea Condition Harmful to 
Pistons, Cylinders and Other 
Parts of Engine. 


(By William H. Stewart, Jr., President 
Stewart Automobile School.) 

You have all seen the fellow who 
runs fis “steaming,” clanking car 
around town, It looks for all the world 
like a baby locomotive, but. perhaps he 
does not know that this overheated 
condition injures the pistons, cylin- 
ders, bearings and all internal parts 
of the engine. Shortly he learns this 
for himself—after he has paid a big 
repair bill for information that could 
have been obtained from any instruc- 
tion book, 

If you run the car with the spark 
retarded, the engine will overheat and 
carbonize. A similar effect is caused 
by a crippled fan or an impeded water 
flow. If your engine overheats it is 
advisable to stop instantly and find the 
trouble. In an emergency a very wise 
thing to do is to pour an abundance 
of oll into the crank case. Your ex- 
haust will smoke, but the additional 
oll will offer protection to the inside of 
the engine’ until relief is at hand. 

Clean the belt occasionally and rid 
it of the oil and gummy matter. Hitch 
up your garden hose and send its spray 
through the openings in the radiator, 
which probably is clogged with mud. 
Do this from the engine side of the 
radiator: otherwise you may short cir- 
cuit the electric system, As a further 
precaution that all hose connec: 
tions are good and not partially closed 
on the inside, thereby retarding the 
water flow. This closing, though very 
slight, will retard radiation and cause 
trouble.

GREASE RUSTY CAR SPRINGS 


Jack Up Chassis and Apply Lubricant 
While Weight Is Off—Kerosene 
Cuts Rust. 

Positive lubrication of springs may 
be secured without the purchase of ad- 
ditional accessories—jack up the 
chassis and apply lubricant while the 
springs are thus relieved of their 
weight. In this condition the spring 
leaves should open slightly in a fan 
shape. It may he necessary to spread 
the leaves a trifle with a screwdriver, 
knife, or any thin strip of metal. A few 
minutes’ work with a squirt gun, filled 
with half kerosene and motor oll, will 
cut the rust and leave a film of lubri- 

cant between the leaves. 

Sometimes a spring is rusted to the 
extent that It becomes “frozen” in a 
rigid mass, The only remedy Is to take 
it apart, wash each leaf with kerosene 
and replace, inserting a heavy plece of 
wrapping paper thoroughly saturated 
with a good grade of graphite grease 
between each leaf.

LESSON TEXT—Esther 4:13-5:3.

l. Esther Made Queen (Chapters 1, 
2). 
This drama took place In the Per- 
sian court, where Ahasuerus (Xerxes) 
sat upon his throne, surrounded by his 
princes and servants. Six months of 
festivity were drawing to a close, ar- 
ranged by the king in order to impress 
upon the people of his mighty empire 
the fact of his greatness. The last 
days of this feast were marked with 
drunken debauchery. [In a 
frenzy the king commanded Vashti to 
come before the people to display her 
beauty. Vashti showed her 
pendence by refusing to obey. She 
was instantly deposed. In providing a 
queen to take her place, the most beau- 
tiful maldens in the empire were 
brought together from whom the king 
might make a selection. The choice 
fell upon Esther, a maid of the Jewish 
eaptivity. The king did not know that 
she was a Jewess. but God knew, and 
He put her there for a purpose. 

Il, Haman’s Plot Against the Jews 
(Chapter 3). 

1. The Occasion of (vv. 1-6). For 
some reason Haman was given chief 
place over the princes. Though all 
bowed before him, Mordecai, Esther's 
cousin, stoutly refused to do so. 

2. Its Nature (vv. 7-15). Haman 
desired to lay hands upon Mordecai for 
his insubordination, but hesitated. In- 
stead of such drastic action he lald a 
plot to destroy all the Jews, and there 
by take vengeance on Mordecai, who 
he learned was a Jew. He made the 
king believe that the Jews were an un- 
profitable people and induced him to 
order their annihilation, promising te 
bring Into the roval treasury an enor- 
mous sum of money. 

Hl, Haman’s Plot Folled (4:1-8:14). 

1. Fasting Among the Jews (4:1-3). 
When Mordecai and his people per- 
ceived all that was done they put on 
sackcloth and ashes and cried to God. 

2. Mordecai's Charge to Esther (4:4- 
14). He sent to Esther a copy of the 
decree and charged her to go before 
the king and make supplication for her 
people. Esther pointed out the difficul- 
ties in the way. Possible death await- 
ed her should her uninvited presence 
not meet the approval of the king. 

8. Esther's Daring Adventure (4:16 
5:2). Mordecai pointed out to her that 
her own life was endangered. She 
might meet death by venturing Into 
the king’s presence. She would surely 
meet death were Haman’s plot not 
foiled. When thus brought face to 
face with duty, the heroism which so 
frequently has characterized her race 
moved her to undertake the hazardous 
task and prayerfully carry it out. 
After three days of fasting and prayer 
she put on her royal apparel and stood 
in the king's court, winning bis ap- 
proval. 

4. Esther Pleading for Her People 
(5:3-7:6). Esther knew that an easy 
way to the heart of the king was 
through his stomach, so she invited 
him and Haman to a banquet. She 
proposed a second banquet, at which 
she planned to make her request 
known. During the interval some 
strange things took places. A gallows 
was built upon which to hang Morde- 
cal, at the heartless suggestion of Ha- 
man's wife. And the king, during a 
sleepless night, was moved to search 
the court records, where he found that 
Mordecai had not been rewarded for 
saving his life. So, in order to ex- 
press his appreciation for this act of 
heroism on the part of Mordecai, he 
gave orders obliging Haman to do hon- 
or to the one he was preparing to 
hang. At the second banquet Esther 
pointed out Haman’s wicked plot to 
kill the Jews and asked of the king 
that her people be saved. In his wrath

5. The Counter Decree Issued (8:5- 
14). The original decree could not be 
reversed, so a counter decree was is 
sued which enabled the Jews to de 
fend themselves. 


At the appointed time there was great 
slaughter and the Jews were saved 
God granted relief and the Feast of 
Purim was instituted as a memorial 
of their deliverance.

To make Ontario the best lighted | 
city in Southern California instead | 
of one of the most poorly lighted as 
at present, was the prime object of! 
Tuesday’s forum luncheon of the 
Ontario Chamber of Commerce at 
the Hotpoint Club. 

City Service Manager O. S. Roen 
was chairman of the meeting, which 
was a most enthusiastic one, and 
at its close, upon motion of H. E.

A number of letters have been re- 
ceived by the Southern California 
club from irate auto owners’ who

California warn motorists to drive 
carefully. during foggy weather. 

Although it does not seem nec- 
essary to advise the average auto- 


state, 


ist to be careful in the 
Club officials, yet it is, because 
a great many motorists do not 
realize that fog makes the roads 
and bridges slippery, as well as 
rain, or even worse. Also, it is 
difficult to see a car which may 
be standing at the side of the 
road, as red tail-lights are not 
visible for any great distance dur- 
ing ‘‘heavy’’ weather. 

Head- lights are also deceiving 
when approaching through the 
fog, as it is almost impossible 
to judge distance when the lights 
are made dim by the moisture 

It is suggested that motorists 
off their windshields fre- 
quently and keep well over to the 
right-hand side of the road when 
this atmospheric condition main- 
tains. 

When approathing a bridge in 
foggy weather, it is advisable to 
go slowly, as bridge surfaces ac- 
ecumulate the moisture and are 
very slippery at this time. Sum-
